AirCommander H.R.M. Brooke- 
Popham, lectoring at the Working 
Men’s College,St. Pancras, recent- 
Sy on "The Air Route from Cairo 
to Bagdad,” said that daststorms 
in Mesopotamia were worse, than 
a London fog, and went as high 
up 28 12,000 feos. It was conse- 
quently difficult to zet out of them 
in an aeroplane.

former occasions, there is much 
speculation as to whaf will occur 
now that General Chan King- 
micg and his troops Wave been 
forced to withdraw as a con- 
sequence of the invasion’ by 
Kwangsi end Yunnan troops who 
have been encouraged in their 
eoterprise by Sun Yat-sen and 
his agents. We regrat tha dis- 
appearance of Genera} Chan 
because we have always believed 
him to be, as we still do, a high- 
minded patriot who is really 
anxious to serve his country well. 
But he has been compelled to 
bow to treachery and to the 
scheminzs of men who bave been 
actuated by the sole desire to see 
him dispossessed of office and 
power. - 


The whirligig of time brings 
about strange happenings. Some 
seven or eight years ago, Lung 
Chai-kwong and his Yunnan 
trocps were bundled out of 
Kwanztung through the united 
efforts of the military leaders of 
the Two Kwangs. Then about two 
yeara ago came the cry of “Can- 
ton for the Cantonese,” Sun Yst- 
en wes then very much in the 
picture and, with the aid of Gener- 
4! Chan King-ming he succeeded 
in ousting the Kwangsi militeriats 
from the province. In those two

periods, the Yunnan and ihe 
Kwangsifsoldiers wore regarded 
by. Dr. Sun, his supporters and, 
in fact, the Cantonese people 
generally, as the enemies of 
Kwangtung. Yet today we have 
& situation ia which Dr. San re- 
lies on the Yunnanese and the 
Kwangai-ites to ‘regain him 
power, whilst the people of Can- 
ton welcome their, erstwhile 
enemies. Could farce go further? 
The Cantonese appear to bave 
very shor! memories. 


When wa remember the hap- 
penings of June last and the 
new cccutring, 
we cannot help thinking that Dr. 
Son’s conception of patriotism is 
arather warped one, Last sum- 
mer he did not hesitate to order 
the bombardment of his own 
city, and now he is jubilsnt at 
the invasion of Canton by 
“foreizn” troops. It is obvious 
that personal spite and a desire 
for revenge sctuate him far more 
than avy wish to extricate China 
from her troubles. As a con. 
sequence of bis schemings, Can- 
ton is once again plunged into 
chaos, and we can see noearly 
prospect of peace or tranquillity- 
These periodical upheavsls are a 
disgrace to China and. the 
Chinese. And s heavy respons- 
ibility rests on those who 
eoginear and perpetuate them. 


Public Health, 


De. Koch is having a hard 
fight in his endeavours to secure 
the introduction of modern san- 
itary methodsinto the rural dis. 
tricts of the Colony. He is up 
against Chinese conservatism 
and Government -cautiousness, 
aod, in the circumstances, it is 
mot to be surprised that he was 
unable to get the Sanitary Board 
to agreo to his motion for the 
bringing of rural districts ander 
the administration of the Sanitary 
Department. However, some- 
thing bas been gained by the re- 
ference of the matter to a special 
subcommittee. The” argument 
tbat the Chinese villagers are not 
yet educated up to modern san- 
itation and would probably think 
its introduction a hardshipis no 
reason whatever for postponing 
action of some kicd. ft is pre- 
cisely to educate them up toit, 
in the interests of the whole 
Colony, that Dr. Koch is pressing 
the matter. Nor should the 
question of increasing the cost of 
living weigh in a question of this 
kind. the imposition of taxes 
increases our Jiviog, but the 
Government does not desist from 
taxation on this ground. One 
point’ brought out io the dis- 
cussion is thatthe Public Health 
and Buildings Ordinance needs 
serious reconstruction, ani we 
trust that as a result of Dr. 
Koch's activities yomething wil! 
be done in the matter, .

A society of rebellious Ameri- 
can busbands under the name cf 
the “Association of Brothers 
under the Scin,” has madoa formal 
application to the Supreme 
Court for a Charter under which 
they propose to agitate: (1) 
to re-establish, maintain, and 
operate the household primarily 
asm masculine institution; (2) 
to protect the husband from the 
performance of all housebold 
duties. such as sweeping, 
marketing, cooking, and washing 
dishes; (3) to prevent purchases 
by the wife, whether for cseh or 
credit, except after consultation 
with the husband and with 
his consent; (4) to give the 
busband the legal right 
to determine the brevity ‘of the 
wife's hair and the length of her 
skirt. Otber subjects defined in 
the application deal with propos- 
ed regulations liroiting the rigkts 
of wifely relatives to enter the 
homes except under the written 
permission of husbands. 

The Supreme Court Justice, 
Mr. McMarsh, gravely declared 
that he would consider the ap- 
plication.

Ceylon’s Tower of Silence. . 


Porhaps very few in the island, 
ssys the Ceylon Observer, are 
aware of the existence of a tower 
whicb 60 years agowas known a8 
the Tower of Silence. This tower 
stands in land about balfan acre 
in extent, and is situated at Blo- 
mendabl. The tower was built 
about 60 years ago by certain 
Parsee gentlemon, with a view to 
leying tbe corpses of the Parsee 
community forthe wild birds to 
destroy. When arrangements bad 
been completed, the authorities 
stepped forward and informed 
tbe Parsea community that it. 
was not possible to allow them 
to expose their dead to the “fowls 
of the sir,” but permitted them to 
confine their dead in the cavity 
under the tower. In tha Tower 
of the Silence at Blomendahl, it 
is agserted that there were not 
more than half a dozen burials, 
and for the lest 30 years this little 
cemetery has-not been made ‘use 
of. It is ‘Jearnt that the 
Colombo Municipality proposes 
acquiring this block of land, 
and demolishing the Tower of
